ABSTRACT 



PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an antenna installation pole intended to 
facilitate the handling and to ensure the work safety. 

SOLUTION: In installing an antenna A at a high place by utilizing the 
antenna installation pole 1, a hook part 6 is hooked to a tree 

branch C or the like while a pole part 2 is stood upright. Then while 
maintaining the stood upright state of the pole part 2, the detachable 

hook part 6 is removed from the pole part 2. Further, a worker strongly 
pulls a lifting lope 10. Since the end of the lifting lope 10 is fixed to 
the base of the pole part 2 via a rope insertion part 7 integrally 
provided to the hook part 6 in this case, the base of the pole part 2 
is gradually lifted up as the lifting rope 10 is pulled, and an antenna A 
at the tip of the pole part 2 is lifted up attended therewith. When the 
antenna A reaches a prescribed height, the lifting rope 10 is tentatively 
fixed by winding the rope to a tree trunk or the like to complete the 
lift-up work of the antenna A.
